Ani mal Control O ficer Hughes stated that while processing this application, he went to the Pluml ee's house four or five tines;
that it was usually at a tine when they were not at hone; that he would pull the truck into the driveway, get out shutting the
truck door, and knock on their door; and that he never heard the dogs bark. He further stated that the kennel is very nice; that
there are two big dog houses; that there is cenment all the way around the kennel; that the kennel is covered on top; and that the
dogs are extrenely friendly.

Commi ssioner Galloway asked if a tenporary permt could be granted.

Ms. Stevens stated that the Board can place any conditions they wish on a permt. In response to Conm ssioner Glloway, M.

protective services systemwhich will require budgetary considerations have been categorized by departnent; and that, to the
extent possible, staff has attenpted to outline the fiscal inpacts of inplenmenting the various reconmendati ons so that the Board
wi || have conprehensive information when review ng and approvi ng departnents' budget requests. He then briefly covered each of the

items in the agenda nmenorandum noting where assistance funds from other sources mnight be available. M. Shernman then answered
qguestions of the Board concerning conputer systens, staff support for a permanent Citizen's Task Force, as well as the function of



such a task force, etc. Mke MMhon, Human Servi ces Coordi nator, responded to questions concerning funding provided to various
agenci es through the Washoe County Human Service Consortium and noted that there has been a shift by the service agencies to
allocating nore funding for child care.

Chai rman Sins noted that some reconmendations are already in process; that there are others that will be inplenented; that
everyt hing al ways cones down to funding; and that resources are always limted. He then asked M. Sherman to prioritize the itens
based on the studies in case the Board has to choose which ones to fund at budget tine.

In response to Comn ssioner Galloway, May Shelton, Director, Social Services Departnent, stated that if the Board wanted to focus
on additional assessnents and services for children under the age of six, which is the npst vul nerable group, that would represent
approxi mately one-half of the cases and one-half of the costs. Chairman Sins requested that M. Sherman incorporate that into the
prioritization.

Susan Rose and Candy Von Ruden, Citizen Task Force nenbers, addressed the Board citing their concerns with various recommendati ons
and offering i deas and suggesti ons.

A di scussion then ensued regarding the Citizen Task Force continuing as constituted and vari ous objectives for such a group were
di scussed and the Board requested that M. Shernman present a report on all of those options in conjunction with the other reports
needed for the Board to make the budget deci sions.

97-340 CHI LD PROTECTI ON SYSTEM - PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO NEVADA REVI SED STATUTES 432B - THREAT OF HARM

John Sherman, Managenent Anal yst, distributed the |atest version of proposed anmendnents to Nevada Revi sed Statute Chapter 432B
which is legislation to broaden the ability of the Departnment of Social Services to intervene in cases where a "threat of harnt
exi sts and was one of the reconmendati ons of the National Child Wl fare Leadership Center after their evaluation of Washoe
County's Child Protective Services system

Conmmi ssi oner Mouli ot expressed his belief that it is inperative that the |aw includes "exposure to controlled substances" as a
threat of harm

Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman expl ai ned t he proposed amendnents in detail and stated that it is very inportant that everyone
understand t hat Washoe County is not trying to take children fromtheir hones, but is trying to be able to provide a broader base
under which the agency can assume jurisdiction and provide services. She also noted that "repeated referrals" was onitted from
this | atest version and should be put back in. M. Shernman stated that he specifically took that out from his understandi ng of the
Board's previous discussion. Ms. Shipnman stated that it was one of the specific itens clearly identified by the task force and the
consul tant as being a factor where a threat of harm coul d exist.

Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway expressed a concern about broadening the jurisdiction past the point that staff is available, as well as
pre-judgi ng people before they have their day in court. M. Shipman explained that there are many different types of referrals and
it was felt that there should be at | east one prior substantiated referral of abuse or neglect; and that substantiated nmeans that
there nust be evidence that could be subnmtted to a court.

John Gancarek, Child Protective Services Coordinator, further explained how they determ ne substantiation and stated that while
this does require a judgnent call, there is also oversight and established policy and criteria that is followed.

Chairman Sins stated that he is satisfied with the | anguage regarding the prior referrals and would be in favor of adding that
back in. Conm ssioner Galloway stated that it should be specific that the prior referrals were for abuse or neglect. He al so
expressed a concern that the word "arrested" should not be in the statute because it cannot be assuned that an arrest always
results in a conviction. Legal Counsel Shiprman advised that the Legislative Counsel Bureau will probably nake changes al so.

Susan Rose, Citizen Task Force nmenber, spoke regarding the difficulty in substantiating child abuse.



On notion by Chairman Sins, seconded by Comm ssioner Bond, which notion unaninmously carried, it was ordered that the |anguage in
the draft | abeled "Attachment B" under 2.(d)(1), 2.(d)(2) and 2.(e) be added back into the draft |abel ed "Addendum' and that staff
be directed to convey to the |legislature the County's desire to expand the jurisdiction of the Social Services Departnment to
provi de additional services due to threat of harm In voting for the notion, Conm ssioner Galloway noted that his concerns are on
t he record.

97- 341 REPORT - ORGANI ZATI ONAL STRUCTURE OF THE ROADS DI VI SION (continued from March 18, 1997)

6:30 p.m This was the tinme set for consideration of reconmendations resulting froman anal ysis of the organi zati onal structure of
the County Roads Division, continued fromthe March 18, 1997 neeting. Gary Goelitz, Finance Division, presented the staff report
stating that the report and recommendati ons have been in devel opnent for over six nonths; that this particular analysis involved a
very extensive enpl oyee involvenent process; and that nmany i ssues have been raised and dealt with as evidenced by the fact that
the report currently before the Board is "Version No. 4." M. Goelitz then sunmmarized and revi ewed the recomendati ons that he
consi dered the nost inportant, which are detail ed beginning on page 4 of his March 28, 1997, nenorandum and al so drew the Board's
attention to additional information that has been distributed, some of which is the result of continuing input from enpl oyees of

t he Roads Division.

M. Goelitz then responded to several questions of the Board, one area of contention being the enpl oyee i nput and/or
deci si on-maki ng authority concerning staffing of the Roads Division

Reno Road Station enployees Cl ark Sanford and Dan Walton expressed their gratitude for being included in the analysis and stated
that they still have concerns regardi ng the Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent positions, that the enployees need to have
nore deci sion meking authority regarding staff, work crews, work assignnents, etc.; that better conmmunicati on between managenent
and line enployees is needed; and that nore equi pnent, not |ess as recommended, is necessary. They also stated that it would be a
waste to evaluate the Equi pnent Parts Worker position as that position was studied by Personnel within the last two years and has
not changed.

In response, M. Coelitz advised that the recomendation to re-evaluate the Equi pnent Parts Worker position was neant to determ ne
whet her or not that position could act as an Admi nistrative Assistant-type position to the Roads Superintendent, which would be a
position that would take care of the routine paper work so that the Superintendent could be out in the field.

Ji m Mayes, Acting Road Superintendent, discussed the study by Lorick Associates Consultants, performed on behalf of the Regiona
Transportati on Commi ssion, noting that although the two reports are sonewhat contradictory, there are good ideas in both. He
stated that productivity is up; that Pavenent Condition Index is up; and that the Roads Division is doing nore wthout asking for
nore noney or nore people. M. Mayes also stated that they have been working on the teameffort as well as getting into the

Conti nuous | nprovenent program and urged the Board to consider both reports before nmaki ng any final decisions.

Chai rman Sins comrended M. Mayes and staff of the Roads Division stating that they have done an outstanding job. He further
stated that this report is not negative; that it was neant to be a tool for the departnment to use to continue to neke

i mprovenents; and that any recommendations that are inplenented will only be done with the full support and involvenent of the
peopl e.

Harry Lorick, Lorick Associates Consultants, noted that the study he perfornmed two years ago did not include Incline Village and
Gerlach; and that he has been working with staff and those areas are now included in the system M. Lorick also stated that of
the ei ght agencies he has been review ng recently, Washoe County is the nost efficient.

Dave Roundtree, Public Wrks Director, stated that he is convinced that the Road Superintendent does need sone assi stance, but it
may not be necessary for the position to be an Assistant Road Superintendent. He also urged the Board not to inplenment the
reconmendati ons concerning the Equi pnent Parts Worker, stating that the position was eval uated by Personnel |ess than two years
ago and it is a very necessary position. M. Roundtree further stated that incorporating drainage structures will have financial
inmplications as staff is already stretched pretty thin.



Mtch C enents, Reno Roads Division and nenber of the steering conmittee, stated that they have gone over these issues four tines
and that he would like to think that the report is a tool and a great opportunity for inprovenent. He added that there are severa
ot her concerns, such as nepotism favoritism pronotional, hiring and disciplinary practices, and |ack of |eadership that need to
be addressed; and that he is very concerned about the work being done right and the departnent's accountability. M. C enents
stated that this is the first effort at trying to get to the truth on all these issues and that there is still a lot of work to
do.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comr ssioner Bond, seconded by Comm ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carri ed,
Chairman Sins ordered that the report(s) be accepted with the re-wordi ng of recommendati ons #4 and #16, as outlined by M. Coelitz
in his nmenorandum dated April 8, 1997; and that staff be directed to inplenment the recommendati ons contained within the report,
noting the clarifications to recommendati ons #9 and #21 nmade by M. Goelitz at this neeting.
